U. 8. MAY STOP IT 


Federal Attorneys Start Suit 
to Dissolve Chicago Butter 
and Egg Board. 


SEE RESTRAINT OF TRADE 


Aftér yéars of Inéffectual sighing over the 
arbitrary high prices of food the housewives 
of Chieagò éan Afford to smile this morning 
when they lay down their 40 Cents—or maybe 
42 cents—for a pound of creamery butter and 
about an equal sum for a dozen of fresh 
eggs. 

Today government attorneys will dein 
presenting their principal evidence ih thé 
suit to dissolve the Chicago buttér and ecg 
board, the local body which, it is alleged, 
arbitrarily fixés the price of the two com- 
modities. Not only does it dictate the pricé 
which thé consumer Shall pay fof butter, t 
is charged, but also the price Which the 
dealers of South Water Street shall pay for 
the product. 

The government sult is hot a new one. It 
was started some time ago, and testimony is 
being taken before a master in chancery. 
But the evidence is new,. for it includes the 
market quotations ef this morning, as well 
as of some 500 other mornings, past. 


Cue for Another Priee Raise. 

The government suit did not intérfere with 
the activities of the Chicago butter and egg 
board yesterday. Tt went into sesston and 
at once decided that butter ousht to Ho up a 
cent. The Elgin butter board had boosted 
the price a cent the day before. Thu Was 
the cue fof another raite; Making butter 
@trike the highest mark it has sinee last 
January. i 

The local board was content to let eggs 
rest at the high water mark of the previous 
day, when the best quality, called * fresh ” 
eggs by the retail dealers Were rülsed to 27 
and 29 cents per dozen wholesale. The board 
raised. the priée ot butter to 38 cents à pound 
wholesale.

BALKED BY POLICE 


Over Two Hundred Women 
Are Arrested During Out- 
break in the Streets 
of London. 


RIOTERS SMASH WINDOWS. 


Liberal Club and Postoffice Bank 
Places Where Militant Tac- 
ties Are Used in Behalf 
of Cause. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBA 
LONDON, Nov. 21.—The militant section of 
the suffragéts have not been long i making 
good their promise to renew their old tactics. 
They warned Premier Asquith of this last 
week, and tonight 200 martyrs to the cause 
were marched by Londoh bobbies to police 
stations near the house of commons. 

Window stiashing with hammers and stones 
Was the most destructive feature of the day’s 
incidents. 

The program was for the women to asberibie 
at their headquarters in Caxton hall, march 
te Westminster, hear the ministers in their 
den, and make demands from the floor of the 
use. They gathered at Caxton hall in good- 
ly numbers and speeches were made con- 
demning the government's manhood suffrage 
Bill as an Insult to women. Resolutions were 


for both sexes! 


Met by Army of Police. 

Then the chosen deputation marched forth 
to storm the eommonsa A large force of po- 
lice immediately broke up the procession, 
the members Of which made their way by 
twos arid threes to parliament square. Here, 
and at all the approaches to the parliament 
building, several thousahd people had gath- 
ered to see the fun. There was also an army 
of police, probably a couple of thousand, 
who effectlvely preserved the precincts of 
parliament from desécration. 

A wolid, smiling cotdoh surrounded the 
pulldings, held every approach, kept the 
crowd moving, ahd invested the Whole pre- 
ceeding with a sense of good natured, smilihg¢ 
discipline.. As long as they kept moving 
onlookers might go anywhere except through 
the cordon which was guarding the parlia- 
ment bulidings. Wheeled trame Was im- 
peded, but not stopped anywhere. Whereas 
the @téwds drink previous bufrraget at- 
tacks on thé house bt commons were so enor- 
mous that ali traffic in the Vicinity of partia- 


buses, and carts passed through easily, if 
slowly 
Persistence Brings Arrests. 


The suffragets, unable to approach in force. 
could not make an imposing show. The 
usual method of securing arrest was for two 
or three to run up against a solid line of 


pobbies who would gently ush them bac 
into the laughing crowd. this course o 


action was persisted in often enough it would 
secure an arrest. 

Three policemen w6uld be brought out from 
the reserves behind, and they would take the 
suffraget to the police station, a mounted 
policeman making à way for them through 
the crowd. In this manner 223 suffragets, 
including three men, were teken to the police 
station. 

The new feature of this demonstration was 
the window smashing. This was net done 
by the hooligatis in the crowd, which was 
chiefly composed of respectable men and 
women, but by flying squadrons of suffraget 
volunteers for a danger service, the ob- 
ject being apparently to draw the attention 
of the police from thé housé of commons. 


Girls Break Big Hotel Window. 

Three girls threw stones through a large 
window of the dining room of the West- 
mineter Palace hotel just before 8 o'clock. 
The room was crowded with diners, but the 
table by the window whith was broken had 
not yet been oecupled. 

There was scarcely a building on the léft 
side of Parliament street fröm the Trafalgar 
square to Parlläment sduafe Whidh did not 
have its windows amashed. The War officé 
windows suffered extensively, 6 did those 
of the Netional Liberal club. Another flying 
squadron of danger volunteers“ smashed 
windows in the Strand, 

The women window emashers were ac- 
companied by sympathizers and gangs of 
rowdies. They carried bags of stones con- 
cealed undef their coats and smashed win- 
dows in the postoffice bank and the treas: 
ury building. 

The women realized that their aim with 
stones was erratic and resoived to make suré 
of smashing the glass. Many of them. there- 
fore. used hammers and nearly all the smash: 
ing in the Treasury building was dene with 
these weapons as well as in the shop um- 
dows on the Strand.

UPHELD BY LABOR 


Resolution Asking Gompers 


and Mitchell to Withdraw 
Is Defeated. 


SLAP TO THE SOCIALISTS. 


Exeiting Debate Precedes Vot- 
ing Down of the Measure 
at Atlanta. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 
Atlanta, Ga., Nou 21.—[Special.]—The 
American Federation of Labor today in- 
dorsed the National Civic Federation and 
voted down a resolution instructing labor 
leaders to withdraw from the civic body. 


President Gompers is one of the officials 


who was asked to sever his connection with 
the Civic Federation. The vote was 11,849 to 
4,558. 

Accusations were made that the resolution 
was the climax of a plan to destroy the in- 
fluence of John Mitchell in the labor move- 
ment. Mitchell was formerly president of 
the United Mine Workers, and is now a 
vice president of the American Federation 
of Labor as well as second vice president of 
the National Civic Federation, 

Antagonists of the Civic Federation arguea- 
that labor leaders should not associate with 
such men as Andrew Carnegie, August Bel- 
mont, Julius Kruttschnitt, and other 
capitalists. 

Although the United Mine Workers came 
to the convention instructed to vote gp favor 
of the adoption of the resolution, both Mit- 
chell and John Walker, president of the or- 
ganization, spoke againet it. 


Attack on Miners’ Delegation. 

The annual convention of miners, which is- 
sued the instructions, was held last spring 
in Indianapolis, Ind., Mitchell said he had 
positive proof that a delegation of fifty-four 
miners from Ohio attended the convention 
with forged credentials and pushed through 
the instructions concerning the National 
Civic federation. 

These men were paid to go to that con- 
vention and vote the way they did,” he said. 
“That vote was not a true expression of the 
union mine workers. Behind that expression 
was the money of the coal mine owners 

IJ am not here to defend the name of Car- 
negie, but I wish to say the National Civic 
federation has, never placed itself in op- 
position to the ideals of organized labor. It 
is a bridge by which we hope to get over the 
chasm that separates labor and capital.“ 

John Walker charged that corrupt infiu- 
ences were at work among the miners. ' 


Praises Influence of Mitchell. 

Although he mentfoned no name, he said 
a former official (supposed to be Thomas 
Lewis, former president) of the union was a 
tool of the mine owners, who were attempt- 
ing to bring Mitchell into disrepute with the 
organization. | 

John Mitchell has become so powerful 
with the coal barons in securing wage in- 
creases and better working conditions,”’ he 
said, that they want nim out of the way. 
Mitchell is one of the most powerful infiu- 
ences in the labor movement, because he ig 
able to cope in verbal battles with the beat 
lawyers the employers can hire. 

But there is another influence at work. 
If it can be proved that $10,000 was paid to 
that delegation from Ohio that condemned 
the National Civic federation, concluaive 
evidence to this effect will be furnished to 
the miners at their next convention. A man 
who now has political aspirations to the 
highest office in the union managed the whole 
affair.” 

Gompers Blames the Soctalists. 

President Gompers in his argument against 
the adoption of the resolution took an en- 
tirely different view of the matter from 
those preceding him, and blamed the Social- 
ists for the dissension. 

Duncan McDonald, secretary of the Illinois 
Mine Workers, championed the resolution. 
He said the Civie federation was launched, 
financed, and chiefly composed of men who 
are antagonistic to organized labor.

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MRS, BRUNST FIGHTS CHARGES 


Denies Accusations of Girl Wards 
in Trial of Juvenile Officer. 


ADMITS SOME FALSEHOODS. 


Says She Sought toSave Friend; Swore 
Once When Soup Burned Foot. 


Under sharp and unrelenting cross exam- 
ination Mrs. Hazel Brunst yesterday checked 
yp on the story of her guardianship of county 
wards and came out apparently unscathed. 
The woman fought for nearly eight hours 
on the witness stand with Attorney E. C. 
Purkhiser, counsel for the county civil serv- 
ice commission, in the hearing of charges of 
incompetence against John H. Witter, sus- 
pended chief probation officer of the Juvenile 
court. 

Attorney Purkhiger brought up charges 
made by Josephine Needham and Grace and 
Lillian Schenck. Mrs. Brunst denied the accu- 
sations, but admitted telling several false- 
hoods, declaring that they were told to pro- 
tect a friend. a Mr. Brown, a street car con- 
ductor, regarding whom the Juvenile court 
wards had testified. 

“Tg it not a fact that you told Juvenile 
Court Judge Pinckney recently thet you did 
not know this man Brown at ali?’ asked 
Attorney Purkhiser. 

Seeks to Protect Friend. 

„Tes, I did, Mrs. Brunst answered sharp- 
ly. But I was not under oath. I did not 
want to embarrass Mr. .Brown by having 
his name brought out in connection with 
this affair. He was just a good friend. 1 
went to the theater with him once, but I 
went home alone.” 

Is it not a fact that you asked Gertrude 
Schenck to tell Attorney Kales, representing 
Witter, that Brown called to see her? Did 
you not want her to take on herself the re- 
sponsibility of Brown’s calls?“ 

Tes, I did, but I had a reason. He called 
to see us both.” 

Now, Mrs. Brunst, will you tel) us your 
reason for asking Gertrude Schenck to make 
a false statement?“ 

Because there had been enough of my 
friends drawn into this case. I did not want 
Mr. Brown's name drawn into it. 

Denies Girl Wards’ Stories 
One by one the witness branded as out- 
rageous falsehood the charges of improper 
conduct by her and her husband. She said 
her husband never came home intoxicated, 
that he never threw things at her, knocked 
her down, or swore at her. 
Mrs. Brunst drew a emile from the commis- 
gion and audience when she told of the cir- 
cumstances that caused her once to swear. 
“Grace Schenck testified that you used to 
curge and swear,” said Attorney Purkhiser. 
I gwore only once. None of the girls 
were in the room. I was cooking some soup. 
I tipped the gas stove over and spilled the 
soup and burned my foot. It hurt terribly, 
and before I caught myself I said, O, d 
oe Could the girls in the next room hear 
you?”

Mrs. Brunet said she once whipped one of 
the girls for swearing. 


Denies Stories of Children. 

The witness indignantly denied having 
taught the girls to flirt with boys, as had been 
charged by Josepbine Needham. She denied 
having taught the girls how to use paint and 
powder. She said she had never locked her- 
self in a room with Policeman Birch of the 
Park Ridge school, as testified by the Need- 
ham girl, and said she had never played the 
piano for him.

Its attitude in this respect is not quite 
Gear, as it granted access to its profit and 
loss account and balance sheet, in which 
every cash transaction is bound to be reflected 
unless in the event of ledger accounts having 
been opened or closed in this period.“ 

The conclusions of the report are as fol- 
lows: 

1. That there was no evidence of the Ed- 
ward Hines Lumber company having received 
or disbursed any moneys in connection with 
the election of Mr. William Lorimer on May 
26, 1908, to the United States senate from 
the state of Illinois. 

A That there was no evidence of Mr. E4d- 
ward Hines as an individual having received 
or disbursed any moneys in connection with 
the aforesaid election. 

With reference to Mr. Tilden the report com 
eludes: 

1. That Mr. Tilden would not commingle 
Wust moneys with his own funds. 

2. That, on the above theory, the moneys in 
bis checking account with the Drovers’ De- 
posit National bank were his own funds 
solely. 

& That the amounts withdrawn from the 
@bove accounts on the dates on which 
cashier's checks were !ssued to him were for 
the purchase of said cashier's checks. 

4. That from the records examined, and 
on the assumption of the correctness of the 


above theory, there was no evidence that Mr. 


Tilden had been custodian of the fund alleged 
ta have been raised in connection with the 
election of Mr. William=Lorimer to the United 
States senate from the state of Illinois. 


No Evidence in Hines’ Books. 

With reference to the Hines books the ro- 
port states: j 

“In order to ascertain whether or not Mr. 
Hines might have negotiated a loan from one 
or other of the banks in Chicago with which 
he was connected or with which he had busi- 
mess relations I visited the following banks 
and trust companies: Continental National 
bank, Hibernian Banking associgtion, Fort 
Dearborn National bank, Northern Trust 


= company, Corn Exchange Nationa! bank, and 


the Metropolitan Trust and Savings bank. 

At ea f these banks I examined their 
record of notes discounted during the last 
week in May, 1908, and the first part of 
June, 1909. 

“I am able to report. therefore, that at 
none of these banks, ir the period under re- 
view, did Mr. Hines discount any notes, 
either as drawer or as indorser. 

“In respect that there were no evidences 
of any of the subsidiary or cont?olled com- 
panies of the Edward Hines Lumber company 
having received or disbursed any moneys in 
connection with the election of Mr. ‘William 
Lorimer during the nine months of the year 
1908 commencing on April 1, I did not deem 
it necessary to again visit all the offices of 
the above companies after permission was 
granted to make the investigation embrace 
the entire year ending Dec. 31, 1909. in order 
to examine their records for the three months

Report on Tilden Records. 

The report on the tnvestigation of certain 
Personal records of Mr. Edward Tilden is as 
follows: ’ 

** Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining access to the records kept by Mr. 
Ed ward Tilden of his personal affairs. 

According to Mr. Tilden’s testimony, he 
did not keep any record refiecting the whole 
ef his personal transactions. 

“ After an examination of the only record 
which Mr. Tilden claimed to have kept of 
his personal affairs, I was of opinion that he 
would not, in the event of his being called 
upon to act as custodian of campaign or 
ether funds for election purposes, commingle 
Such moneys with his own funds. 

“I thereafter visite Mr. Tilden's private 
office and was shown the methods adopted 
by him to keep a record of his investments, 
etc. Everything seemed corroborative of hig 
testimony on this matter. 

“I, therefore, decided that if Mr. Tilden 
had been’ custodian of any election fund, the 
most likely method he would have adopted 
would have been to obtain cashier’s checks 
from some bank with which he was closely 
identified, particularly the Drovers Deposit 
National bank. Further, Mr. Tilden's testi- 
mony shows he was in the habit of carrying 
auch checks when moneys were entrusted to 
him for investment or other wise. 


Examines Cashiers’ Check Book. 

Acting on this theory, I obtained permis- 
sion from Mr. Tilden to examine the cashier's 
check book of the Drovers’ Deposit National 
bank, from which book I compiled a list of all 
eashier’s checks issued to Mr. Tilden from 
June 1, 1908, to Dec. 31, 1909. 

“TI selected the former date as a starting 
point on the theory that Mr. Lorimer's elec- 
tion having Aken place on May 26, 1908, any 
moneys sent or handed to Mr. Tilden would 
mot be sent or handed to him prior to that 
date. , 

After completing such list I proceeded 
to cempile a list of cashier’s checks issued to 
him from Jan. 1 to May 31, but was stopped 
by Mr. Tuden's counsel on the ground that it 
bad never been arranged that I should have 
access to any such information, and that all 
I was granted permission to do was to go over 
with Mr. Tilden the methods used by him in 
connection with his personal and 
thereafter to confer with counsel as to how I 
should proceed so as to be able to obtain 
enough conclusive information without going 
too deeply into Mr. Tilden’s private affairs. 


_ Seeks Explanation of Items. 

In respect, however, that I had already 

my possession information which seemed 
on the face very important to the present 
imvestigation, I endeavored to obtain trom 
Mr. Tilden through his counsel an explana- 
tion for each of the items in question. 
ue cashier's issued to Mr. Tilden’ 
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by the Drovers’ Deposit National bank were 
in amounts nanging from . 800 to $100,000. 

“ After consultation with Mr. Tilden’s coun- 
sel I was shown the checks in question. 

„From the indorsements thereon I learned 
that the amounts were deposited in Mr. Tu- 
den's accounts with the Centrtal Trust Com- 
pany of Dlinois and the American Trust and 
Savings bank. I thereafter verified the ac- 
curacy of the deposits and endemyored to as- 
certain the purpose for which such deposits 
were made. 

“In this I was not successful. The checks 


érawn against such deposits, T waginformed, | 


were in all probability destroyed, or if still 
in existence could not be located. There were 
produced to me, however, certain notes, which 
hed matured and were paid on the dates of 
the issuance of certain of the checks in ques- 
tion. There was no proof, however, that 
these notes had been paid by the ohecks 
drawn on the accounts of the American Trust 
and Savings bamk or the Central Trust Com- 
pany of Illtnois, although I was assured such 
must heve been the case. 


Traces the Oashier’s Checks. 

I thereafter requested permission to ex- 
amine Mr. Tilden’s checking account with 
the Drovers’ Deposit National bank for the 
purpose of proving or disproving the theory 
that the cashier's checks issued to Mr. Tilden 
by the Drovers’ Deposit National bank were 
purchased with checks on his own account 
with that bank. 

In compliance with my request, a copy of 
Mr. Tilden's checking &ccount with the above 
bank covering @ period from May to Septem- 
ber, 1008, inclusive, was produced to me. 

“ From this I wae able to trace the issuance 
of checks in amounts identical with those of 
the cashier's checks issued to Mr. Tilden, and 
on the same dates. 

„I therefore felt assured that the cashier's 
checks issued to Mr. Tilden by the Drovers 
Deposit National bank from June 1 to Sept. 
80, 1900 (of which I had a list), were pur- 
chased by him with his own funds. 

* One step, however, remained to de taken 
to prove this conclusively—viz.: to verify the 
source of the deposits in Mr. Tliden's account 
with the Drovers’ Deposit National bank. I 
therefore requested to see the record kept 
by Mr. Tilden of his cash transactions in the 
year 1900, similar to the record of his cash 
transactions in the year 1911, which I had 
seen. 

„Mr. Tilden’s counsel, I believe, made an 
effort to obtain this record, but was not 
successful. 

„ had, therefore, to base my conclusions 
solely on what I had seen of the record of 
Mr. Tilden’s transactions in the present year, 
and on what I learned regarding the methods 
adopted by him.” 


Investigates Holstlaw Deposits. 

The committee’s expert also made an ex- 
amination to establish the facts in con- 
nection with the deposits of $2,500 and $700 
which Holstlaw says he received from Brod- 
erick. The report states: 

“Item of $2, This item appears to 
have been deposited in currency at the State 
Bank of Chicago for account of the Holstlaw 
bank of Iuka, III. on June 16, 1900, as evi- 
denced by the deposit ticket of the State 
bank of June 16, 1909, and also the monthly 
statement of that bank to the Holstlaw bank 
of Iuka for the month of June, 1909. 

“The amount was entered on the books of 
the Holstlaw bank of Iuka on June 18, 1908, 
as a charge to the State Bank of Chicago, 
and a credit to the personal account of Mr. 
D W. Holstlaw. 

“Item of $700. This item appears to have 
been deposited in currency at the State Bank 
of Chicago for account of the Holstlaw bank 
of Iuke, III., on Aug. 28, 1909, as evidenced 
by the deposit ticket of the State bank on 
Aug. 28, 19098, and also the monthly state- 
ment of that bank to the Holstlaw bank of 
Iuka for the month of August. 1909. 

The amount was entered on the books 
‘of the Holstlaw bank of Iuka on Aug. 30, 
1908, as a charge to the State Bank of Chi- 
cago. 

“The amount was not credited to the ac- 
count of any individual or company. and 
therefore the assumption is that on Aug. 30, 
1908. the amount was withdrawn from the 
Holstlaw bank in cash. 

There is no evidence to show to whom 
the amount was paid.” 


Ourran Denies Voting Corrupfly.

OBTAIN $50,000,000; 
PROTECT COTTON 


Fund Assures Grower Against 
Corner, Says Head of 
Southern Congress. 


NEW YORK BANKS AID. 


Product Not to Be Held, but 
Will Be Placed at Best 
Advantage. 


New York, Nov. 21.—New York bankers 
who have been conferring here for the last 
few days with representatives of the gover- 
nors’ conference and the southern cotton con- 
gress, announced this afternoon that they 
had raised a fund of $50,000,000 to be placed 
immediately in the cotton belt states. . 

The money is to be used for the purpose of 
handling the cotton crop of 1911 and enabling 
growers to participate in any rise in the 
market. 

The negotiations were conducted on behalf 
of the south by Gov. Emmett ONeal of Ala- 
bama, Senator Balley of Texas, who has been 
advising his colleagues as to legal aspects of 
the proposition: E. J. Watson, president of 
the permanent southern cotton congress, and 
Commissioner of Agriculture of South Caro- 
lina, and Clarence Ousley of Fort Worth, 
Tex., representing the governor of his state, 


Big Banks Support Plan. 

The bankers who will furnish the fund, ac- 
cording to the statement, are headed by Col. 
Robert M. Thompeon of the brokerage firm 
of S. H. P. Pell & Co. of this city. The finan- 
cial support of several of the strongest banks 
in New York has been given to the plan, the 
statement continues. 

Thegplan proposes to advance the grower 
$25 per bale upon his cotton, based on the 
market value at the time of theloan. Noin- 


charge being $1 a bale, which is regarded asa 
legitimate minimum charge for expense of 
grading and handling. j 

The cotton is not held nor taken from chan- 
nels of trade, but is placed at the best ad- 
vantage. The grower is given the right to. 
designate the day of sale prior to Jan. 1, 1913, 
and will participate in any advance in price 
to the extent of three-fourths of the rise of 
the market. 


How Fund Will Be Placed. 

It has been decided to place the fund 
through state committees named by the 
governor or commissioner of agriculture of 
a state, and these committees shall be em- 
powered to sell when cotton reaches 12 cents 
and compelled to sell when it reaches 13 
cents, regardless of advice from the growers. 

Provision against any violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law is contained, the 
promoters believe, in a clause empowering 
each committee to name the day of sale in 
event the market climbs to 12 or 13 cents. 

Of course,“ reads the statement, “ every~ 
thing depends upon the acceptance of the 
plan by the individual farmer m connection 
with his pledge to reduce acreage the com- 
ing year.”

If all the Democrats nominated for the 
present legislature had been elected, aceord- 
ing to official figures, there would have been 
nine more Democrats in the general assem- 
bly than there were—far short of a majority 
on joint ballot. This condition is one which 
Col. Lewis will try to remedy by starting lis 
campaign this early. 

The only other rival of Col. Lewis now is 
Lawrence B. Stringer of Lincoln, who was 
the caucus nominee for the senatorship at 
the Lorimer election session, and ls seriously 
considering entering the race again. 


Dunne to Seek Governorship. 

Former Mayor Edward F. Dunne is un- 
Geratood. to be preparing speeches to open 
a campaign for the Democratic nomination 
for governor. He has not yet formally an- 
nounced his plans’ but friends say his cam- 
paign will de in full swing in a few weeks. 
He is now engaged in digesting reports of 
investigations of state institutions.

Chicagoan at South Bend Talks 
on Political Dishonesty.” 


SHOWS EVIL-IN LORIMERISM. 


Declares Graft in Public Office Can Be 
Cured by Publicity. 


South Bend, Ind., Nov. 21.— [Special. 1— 
The alliance between the political boss and 
the captain of special interest is the curse of 
American politics, and no real progress can 
be made until it is broken up,“ Prof. Charles 
K. Merriam of Chicago sald tonight in an ad- 
dress on Political Dishonesty "’ delivered at 
the monthly dinner of the Knife and Fork 
club. 

Prof. Merriam came here as a representa- 
tive of the Republican insurgency movement, 
expecting to take part in a debate with Con- 
gressman James R. Mann of Chicago, who 
was to defend the issue of standpatism, but 
Mr. Mann was unable to be here. 

In his address Prof. Merriam sald independ- 
énce in politics has uncovered a gigantic sys- 
tem of graft in practically every state in the 
union, particularly in the larger cities. 

The spoils system of the political ma- 
chine,” he said, ‘‘ has become an ingenious 
device for defeating the will and purpose of 
the American people. Lorimerism and jack- 
potism are the legitimate results of this sys- 
tem, for wherever there is a political boss 
there is'graft. Wherever there is machine 
politics fraud and corruption inevitably ap- 
pear. 

To bring about such a condition the polit- 
ical machine and the special] interests have 
banded together in an offensive and defensive 
alliance. Thére is but one way to remedy this 
evil, and that is publicity.“ 

Prof. Merriam was followed on the pro- 
gram by A. M. Fitzgerald of Springfield, III., 
in a speech on The Human Derelict ’ and 
by Opie Reid, the Chautauqua speaker.

| MADERO FACES 2 UPRISINGS 


Revolutions May 3 
Unless They Are Checked. 


PREDICTS NO INTERVENTION 


M bilizing Army of Defens: Along 
Border Under Way. | 


Mexico City, Nov. 21. President Madero’s 
government is confronted with two revolu- 
tions. | 

Details of the plan of Tacubaya, which bears 
the names of six men, including that of 
Emilio Vasquez Gomez, former minister of 
the interior, were made Public today. In 
this plan it 18 specifically. stated that while 
the movement will receive the support of a 
mumber of regular army Officers, Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes will have no part in it. 

The government secret service agents be- 
Neve there its no doubt of the authenticity: 
of both this document and that un in San 
Antonio today, ascribed to Gen. Reyes. The 
commen belief here is that the two move- 
ments will be amalgamated eventually un- 
less the government is able to check them. 


Doesn’t Expect Intervention. 

Minister Calero of the foreign office, dis- 
cussing possible intervention, said he thought 
that in no case would the United States inter- 
vene in the affairs of Mexico, because in 
the first place the American government is 
really democratic, and in the second place 
because the United States has always had 
the highest regard for the sovereignty. of 
Mexico.” 

The mobilization of an army of defense 
along the northern frontier was under way 
today. Gen. Juvenio Robles in command, 
under Gen. Trevino, will establish head quar- 
ters at Lampazes, a few miles south. of 
Laredo. Gen. Francisco Estrada has beon 
Placed in command of that portion of the 
fone extending from Matamoros to the state 
of Nuevo Leon, with instructions to ext upon 
his initiative. 

A dispatch from Torreon tonight reported 
the destruction of two small bridges on the 
Tepehuanes brahch of the National Railways 
in Durango last night. Insurrectionists are 
reported to be operating in that district. 

The governor of Nuevo Leon, over which 
Gen. Reyes ruled for many years, telegraphed 
to President Madero today that 8,000 work- 
men in Monterey had asked him for arms 
and ammumtion with which to join in the 
fight against Reyes. 

Report of Zapatista Victory. 

Cuautla, Mexico, Nov. 21—Zapatistas are 
reported to have won a battle today near 
Cerro Frio. The government troops were 
commanded by the former revolutionist, 
Federico Morales. His losses are not given. 
Those of the Zapatistas are placed at thirty- 
two dead and wounded 


DISPATCHES FROM CA 
TELLS OF CASTRO’S VICTORY. 
Mexico City Hears That Government 


Troops Were Overthrewn by Revolu- 
tionists in Big Battle. 


Mexico City, Nov. 21.—A dispatch to Nevo

Cipriano Castro, ex-president of Venezuela, 
won a battle in Venezuela on Sunday. Gen 
Castro hes entered his native country with 
some thousands of followers.

PEKING, Nov. zi The struggle for as-

Publicans still prevents progress in the set- 
tlement of China's troubles. Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai continues his advocacy of a mon- 
archy and seems to be drifting towards a 
conflict with the national assembly. 

He is carrying out plans to repress the 
Yangtse rebels and is sending Manchu sol- 
diery to the south notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition of the assembly to a continuance of 
the fighting. It is said he means to attend 
the meetings of the assembly during the 
week and try to convince the members that 
safety lies only in his own plan, but It fs re- 
ported that he is awaiting information from 
English experts whom he is employing to 
define the premier’s position in accordance 
pith English constitutional practice. 


Appointee Refuses Place. 

Yang Tu; whom Yuan nominated as vice 
minister of education, has declined the post 
for the purpose of organizing a league which 
will combine the political clubs of the empire 
and facilitate a plebiscite to decide on a 
monarchy or a republic. The league has 
issued a manifesto which demands that fight- 
ing cease and that representatives of Mon- 
archists, Republicans, and neutrals be sum- 
moned to attend a neutral conference in 
sonme neutrality distant from Peking and de- 
cide by ballot as to the forms of government. 
The convention idea seems to be gripping | 
the people everywhere. In addition to Wu 
Ting-fang'’s proposals for a conference at 
Shanghai and Li Yuan Hung’s for one at 
Wuchang, other cities are putting forth 
claims for a similar convention. Li Yuan 
Hung told the American consul at Hankow 
today that fourteen provinces were sending 
delegates to the Wuchang convention. 


Woman and Five Children Slain. 

The report of the killing of foreigners at 
Sian-Fu, Shen-Si province, hae been further 
confirmed by two Chinese students who have 
arrived from that city. During the fighting 
in Sian-F'u a mob attacked the China inland 
mission, located outside the city.

Shuster Explains Stand.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—A dispatch from 
Teheran to the Times that Morgan Shuster, 
the American treasurer general of Persia, 
told the foreign office, when asked to with- 
draw the gendarmes from the property of 
Shua-Es-Sultaneh, the brother of the ex- 
shah, that as the contents of the palace 
were valued at $200,000, and as the women 
were daily attempting to carry off the plate 
he could not be responsfble unless his own 
gendarmes remained in charge. 

The cabinet has since undertaken to be 
responsible for the safety of the valuables 
and Shuster has agreed to withdraw his men. 

A new cabinet is being formed which is 
disposed to accede to Russia’s demands. 
The mejliss, or parliament, however, re- 
mains obdurate and may refuse to approve 
the cabinet.

SUBJECT OF PLEA 


Secretary of Building Owners 
Declares Holiday Fire 
Peril Must Go. 


POINTS OUT THE REMEDY. 


Flames Can Be Avoided by Use 
of Ordinary Care; Most 
Deaths Needless.

It has only been within the last few years 


that a sane Fourth has been observed. The 
“slaughter of the innocents has been so 
great that at last the barbarian impulse to 
discharge dangerous explosives is being rap- 
idiy suppressed. 

The next step is the elimination of the 
Christmas tree hazard and holiday conflagra- 
tion. This is even worse than the insane 
Fourth, for in the former one disaster often 
meant the lives of several children. Thou- 
sands of residences have been destroyed 
through lack of care at Christmas. 


Gas Jets Hold Danger. 

Be sure no inflammable decorations are 
near gas jets; an open door or window may 
blow them in reach of the flame. 

If there is a smoker in the family, caution 
him to be careful at this time. 

Under no circustances tamper with electric 
wiring without consulting an electrician. 

Uniess your fire insurance policy mentions 
the fact, it is impossible to collect indemnity 
when an extra hazard is caused by Christ- 
mas decorations. 

Many people every year mourn the loss of 
loved ones burned to death from Christmas 
candles. At this time, when fun and frolic 
displace other things as at no other time, a 
catastrophe is extremely hard to bear. A 
littl thoughtfulness beforehand would pre- 
vent this. 

Do nat permit children to light or relight 
candles, even though the parents are present, 
for children may try the experiment alone. 
Be sure no matches are left within the reach 
of children. Lighting candles is a great temp- 
tation to the average youngster, and if the 
children can get matches they will experi- 
ment. 


Use Care in Decorations. 

If you have a Christmas tree do not deco- 
rate it with cotton, paper, or any other in- 
flammable material. A safe substitute is me- 
tallic tinsel and other noninflamma Ble decora- 
tions easily procurable at the average store. 
In setting up the tree be sure it is properly 
braced. A good imitation of snow is asbestos 
fiber, but never use cotton. 

Another practice that has caused horrible 
disasters is dressing children up in cotton 
and other inflammable materials for Christ- 
mas enfertainments. When a fire starts they 
are badly burned before these costumes can 
be extinguished. Just as much fun can be 
had by preventing fire hazards and using 
good judgment at Christmastime. Observing 
tne suggestions mertionec will practically 
eliminate the cause to worry.
